WASHINGTON

seeming Soviet willingness to do 
business with the United States 
may be due in part to Red Chi- 
na's setbacks in the struggle for 
leadership of the Communist 
world.

U.S. diplomats after four explo- 
ratory sessions with Soviet For- 
eign Minister Andrei A, Gromy- 
ko — three with Secretary of 
State Dean Rusk and Gromy- 
ko's call on President Johnson.

But the differing interpreta- 


tions do come to one common 
conclusion: That a wide gulf 
still separates Washington from 
Moscow and bridging it will not 
be easy.

and it moved Hickcox out of the 
shadow of Yale's Don Schollan- 
der. winner of four gold medals 
in the Tokyo Olympics.

Hickcox. before catching the 


plane for home, said he had no 
intention of challenging Schol- 
lander's freestyle supremacy.

"1 don't 
know which I'll work for in the 
Olympics. I'll try one. If I miss 
out, I'll gc for another."

the Arab East - 
only a few 


years ago the storm center of a 
world crisis — anxious watch is 
being kept on 
developments 


which once again could plunge 
this area into turmoil. 


Eyes are fastened on a chaot- 


ic Syria. Observers often refer 
to it as the Red Chinese situa- 
tion in miniature, one which 
could 
explode 
from 
internal 


pressures and place Syria's 
neighbors in jeopardy. 


From guarded remarks, one 


gathers that Egyptian leaders, 
from 
President 
Gamal Abdel 


Nasser down, are far from hap- 
py about developments. 


As viewed in Cairo, Syria 


seems in the hands of an Irra- 
tional regime, headed by repre- 
sentatives of the far-left splinter 
of the Baath - Arab Social Re- 
surrection — party. 


Like Red China, its leaders 


seem to be lashing out in all 
directions at real and Imagined 
enemies. 


Like Red China, its increasing 


isolation could impel it to meas- 
ures which would involve other 
nations. 


This month marks the 10th 


anniversary of the crisis In the 
Arab East which grew from the 
Suez imbroglio. At the end of 
October, 1956, Britain, France 
and Israel launched a synchon- 
ized attack on Egypt, attempt- 
ing to seize the canal zone. 


In a rare show of togeth- 


erness, the Soviet Union and the 
United States put a stop to that. 


Today tension is rising again, 


and once again the crisis has 
the look of one which could In- 
volve powers outside the Arab 
East. 


Soviet presence in the Middle 


East, in the wake of a Commu- 
nist bloc arms deal with Egypt 
and military aid to Syria, un- 
derscored the Communists' in- 
terest in establishing their in- 
fluence in the area and gave 
each 
succeeding upheaval the 


look of an international crisis. 


Since 1959 this element has 


faded,

But now world attention is 


again being focused on the area.

Council is looking into Israel's 
charges of Syrian border ag- 
gression. Tension is rising on 
the frontier between Jordan and 
Syria. The Soviet Union has 
cautioned Israel against using 
force in the new dispute, thus 
bringing Moscow back into the 
picture.

Thirty-five Senate seats in 33 states (two each in Virginia and South Carolina) are at 
stake in balloting across the nation Nov. 8. Democrats now hold 20 of the seats and 
Republicans 15. There is no chance that the Democrats will lose control of the Senate 
—now split 67 Democrats to 33 Republicans—this time around, but their top-heavy 
majority is likely to be cut by Republican gains in several states. Key races are in Illinois, 
Massachusetts, Minnesota, Michigan, Montana, Oregon, Nebraska, New Hampshire, Rhode 
Island, Tennessee, Texas and Wyoming. 


Plummeting toward earth at 25,000 miles per hour, three American astro- 
nauts on the first manned Apollo flight will begin the final and most dan- 
gerous lap of their history-making journey when they enter the atmosphere 
at 400,000 feet above the planet's surface. For 16 minutes the passage 
through the heat barrier will expose the spacecraft to metal-melting tem- 
peratures. To guarantee safe passage, a special honeycomb heat shield has 
been developed. It already has passed its first test with flying colors in the 
launching of an unmanned Apollo capsule. 


Republicans stand to make their most significant election gains in the House of Represen- 
tatives—now divided 294 Democrats and 139 Republicans with two vacancies—where all 
435 seats are at stake in the Nov. 8 voting. Campaign attention focuses on some 50 so-' 
called "freshmen," first-term Democrats from normally Republican districts who rode into 
office on the Johnson landslide two years ago and are given major credit for providing the 
votes that pushed the President's Great Society legislation through Congress.
